Recent occurrences ho,7o"tonded to 
impreBB us with tho doty of porsous 
having families or others wholly de~ 
pendent upon their current earnings 
for a livelihood to seek for some menns 
by which fitting provision might bo 
made for such dependants, in tho event 
oi euddondoath or, indeed, death uudor 
any circumstances. More than once 
during tho proBent year has this com- 
munity witnessed striking instances of 
the heads of families, for tho most part 
sober and industrious, being cut oft' by 
death, leaving widows and helpless 
ohildron wholly unprovided for. It is 
at best a most distressing thing for a 
widow, her heart still bleeding lor the 
loss of her husband and provider, to 
find herself with, perhaps, six or eight 
fatherless and helpless children, cas 
BOddenly upon the co'd chanty of n 
heedless worl I ; and few can real ; Z ' 
the ango'sh such a discovery at such 
a time must occasion. All this is truo, 
painfully foe of old conntries and settled 
comoiauities ; but how is thfl bitterness 
of its truth intensified in ft new country 
like British Oolurubin, where friends 
are few and living dour ? In justice to 
tho pooplti of liri i-li Columbia let it 
bo said that few if any ca-ea of kuown 
distress urn e?or prrniUUd to g > unre- 
lieved. Indeed if 'ho people of tbi* 
Colony are remarkable for one g >od 
qua lit y more than another it U f'o" 
Charity — that graco which is said to 
cover a multitude of sins. But, how- 
ever able and willing the community 
may be to relieve distress of this kind, 
it is extreme ly undesirable that frequeni 
occasion lor such relief sh uld occur. In 
the first j'lace it is a false and roost 
painful position for a widow to be placed 
in, one wbicb, to a retired and sensi- 
tive mind, must bo worse than death 
itself. In the second placo, it is unfair 
to the community. »Ve enro not bow 
bigta the average benevolence of a com- 
munity may stand, there are alway- 
those in it who shirk such dat es either 
in whole or in part, and these aro not 
onfrequt'Dtly found amongst porsous 
best ftble to give. In this way the 
burden falls unequally. Someone may 
remark, ''You find fault with a condi- 
tion which is o rcaiuly a most undesir- 
able one as regards all parties; but can 
you suggest a remedy ?'' Yob, mid 
here it is : Lei every man effect an 
insurance upon his life nt a greater or 
imaller amoun', according to circura- 
stances. ''Is that all ?" ar-ks the reader, 
with a disappointed and contemptuous 
look. Yes, tha'. is all ; and we venture 
to as*ert that in nine oases out of ten 
tbe reader does not realize all the im- 
port of that. Will the reader kindly 
give us bis attention for a few moments ? 
Let ub take a mntoal insurance company 
for the purpo-e of illustration : At 25 
years of age A insures for one thousand 
dollars, to be paid at his death. The 
premium is §19 89. If he should pre- 
fer to avail himself of the principal of 
".Reversionary Additions," that is, per* 
mitting the profits annually accruing to 
him aB a memhor (for every insurer in 
ft Mutual Company is a member and 
participates in the annual dividends) of 
the company to remain in the company 
and at cumula'e under interest, he will 
pay $1989 every year for 15 years, at 
which period, according to calculation 
and experience, ho will find it unneces- 
sary to make any further payments, as tho 
profits accruing to him will theaceforward 
meet all domands. There is another 
advantage in tho system of reversionary 
additions, iu tout, should the insurer 
meet with any sudden embarrassment 
or poverty during that 15 yours he will 
have a surplus at bis credit to. meet the 
contiugency, But it A. should prefer to 
avail hitHHOlf of annual dividends' or 

firofits, in reduction ot annual r>'em- 
uoq8, he would have to pay $19 89 tho 
firBt year, $15 89 tho second, and so 
od, reduci' g the amount of premium to 
be paid every yeur until before or about 
the !20ih year ho would have no moro 
to pay, as the profits would thencelor« 
ward cover the premiums. Again, A.. 
might adopt a tuiid course, and have 
trie cons'antly ac ouittlaiirig projis go 
to bwell th'J policy, as amount r ured. 
In this way if a man insured I r 81000 
Dow.in 24 year* hi* policy would bew<<r n 
81,888 U9. We have taken one Case 
as an illustration ; but it must not be 
thoi><jrht 'but itiepresents all tho various 
prmo'fles upon wuuh insurance can on 
effeoiea The policy may be made pay- 
able in a i v given number i>fyo»rn, or at 
death, t>ko»|d It intervene before iho 
eipirution ott.ho time specified ; or tho 
wLiole poli'7 nu,y bo paid up at onve, 
tbcret'y reuderbg ai<y furtberpaymeniH 
ui necessary ; buHn whichever ol .iheso 
ways the msoiance « « ffeeted, the raten 
charged have been a s the reuuh 
ot the most oaroiul caluilttiions based 
upou ma uro uxpuri-nce, vud it, is a set- 
tled principle with all go(,( eompuuios 
to take the most unfavorable V jow, leav- 
ing a murgta on the safe a,| e . The 
car-e which we have selected u l an il- 
lustration has been choBeu as tha*. bes' 
adapted to tho class oi persons fir wLn (n 
the present aniolo is more imuiediatew 
intended. Wo may be told that the 
theory looks well, but that results are 
not tlways satislactory. To this we will 
beconuutto reply: ihcro is no occn- 
Bion now to iiihuro in u bad or oven 
doubtful company ; and in u good com- 
pany rebults will 00 precisely an stated. 
Wo have holore us at tho pies^nt mo- 
ment authenlieated documeuts showing 
Buch results as must completely remove 
all doubt Dpon the mutter, There aro 



hundreds of instances of well known 
persons on this coast, and there are not 
wanting oven in this community instan- 
ces corroborative of what we have been 
advancing. Thore are still furthor viows 
ol this important subject which, however, 
we must remit to a subsequent article. 

Mining Hitches, 

In a late nuujbor of the Cariboo Sen- 
tinel certain objections are raised against 
that part of tho Mining Law which 
regulates water ditcheB. Two provis- 
ions in partioulor ate objectod to. The 
first is that which requires tho applis 
cant for a grant of wntor excoeding 800 
inches to dopo*it $125, which sum is to 
bo retained by tho Goverumont if the 
application bo cntertuinud, no matter 
whoiheriho application bo nftonvards 
ubandoned or not. Tho tiooond and, 
as it is claimed, still more objeotionable 
provision, is that In' which a royalty of 
3 i per cent, of the grass proceeds is 
charged. These two /irovisioas, il is 
contended, are calculated to prevent 
capital being invest"** in that groat de- 
sideratum of Cariboo- water ditches. 
In hi" objections <o these provisions we 
fully concur wiiti <>ur Cariboo cou'om- 
poary, und we are greatly disposed to 
think that to these clauses iu the law 
may in a great tna&sure be attributed tho 
diskioliuiitioii to coutitruot large water 
ditches to which wo have :<iore than 
once taken ocoasi m to advert, and on 
account of which the miu'ng inteists of 
Cariboo havo suffe od so severely, ° M 
pecitillyof lato. The condition requiring 
an appii°atioii for n water privilege to 
bo accompanied by a deposit of $ 125, 
retainable by the Government iu tuo 
event of such application being enter- 
tained, is both uureasonab'e and peril I oi* 
ous. The water in Cariboo ought to be 
as free for ull legiiionute mining purpo- 
ses as tbe air is (roe lor rospiratory 
p\iiposcu. All that the Goverumont 
should seek to have to do with tho 
water is to soo that the largest possible 
quantity is applied to the washing out of 
gold, uud that legitimate existing rights 
aroproperlj' respected. Tbe imposition 
of any tax upon water, whether that 
tax be in the lorm of a preliminary de- 
posit, or a subsequent, rate, cannot in 
any way o miribue to the-e ends, but 
the very reverse, and ought never to bo 
ontertaint>d by the Government, or 
rather enforced by law. Wo agree 
with our eonlompoary in thinking that 
the exaction of a royalty of 31 per cent 
upon the groB* proceeds of water 
ditches is even moro unreasonable Tt 
is not altogether unreasonable to sip- 
po a e tho case of a wa er ditch which, 
although conferring considerable bonofits 
upon a mining community, scarce- 
ly leaves a margin lor profit equal to 
the amonnt of royalty demanded by 
tho Government. It is eisy to conceive 
of an extensive enterprise of the kind in 
the case ot which 3} per cent, upon the | 
gross proceeds would represent 50 per 
cont. upon the bet profits. It it ust, 
therefoio, be readily percoived that the 
imposition of such charges as these is 
greatly calculated to hinder the free flow 
of water where its preseuce is so much 
needed. Let it be the business of the 
Legislature at its next session to purge 
the mining law of these and any other 
of its wat'-r obstructions.
